Ewigrant previously to his or her embarkation’ 
from the port or place for which such Agent shall 
be appointed, that such Emigrant has not been 
induced to emigrate by any fraud, false nor unrea- 
ponable expectation, and is aware of the distance

Jt shall not be lawful to ship on board of 
any Ship or Vessel carrying Emigrants from India 
to Mauritius, any number of Passengers exceeding 
the proportion of one person for every two ‘Tons 
of the Registered burthen of.such Ship or Vessel, 
and no such Ship or Vessel carrying Emigrants, 
and having more than one Deck, shall have less 
than the height of six feet at the least between

I was obliged to advance before the party did reach the summit, and was not 
aware that they had done so, till informed of it two or three days ago by Brigadier Wild.

‘The troops entrusted tomy charge for as, service in the Kohistan, having pitched 
their tents at this place previonsly to returniua to their respective enewapments, I take this opportue 
nity of requesting you to solicit the atteution of Major General Poiluck, C, B, to some points, which, 
in the hurry of our active operations. [ had nealectet to dwall upon, Lhave already intimated that 
Brigadier Stacy's report of the part borne by his brigad: iu the capture of Lstalif, on the 29th ultimo, 
did vot. reach me till the 2d instant. Te will ever be matter of regret to me if this incidental delay 
should prevent the merits of some of the Oficers and troops under me. being prominently brought to 
the notice of the Riztt Hon'ble the Governor General and His Excellency the Commander in Chief. 
‘The brunt of the action certainly tell vu the infantry corps and sappers of Brigadier Tulloch’s 
brigade, but the credit of turning the enems’s extreme right; of allowing him no respite or breath- 
ing time on that line; ofaidiag in completing the exptire of the town, when its possession was 
hotly disputed from behind walls, and from the tsps of houses, from court yards and in winding 
streets built on steep declivities, is dae to the regiment under Brigadier Stacy. My commendations 
have been especially earned by Major G. Brown and H. Ms 4 lst regiment, for the share they took 
in these gallant efforts, and fur the exemplary humanity displayed by the men towards the un- 
fortunate families of the vanquished. ‘That corps was zealously emulated and supported by the 
42d native infantry under Major Clarkson, and the 43d under Major Nash. In addition to the ser- 
vices of Major Sanders, as 11010 Unginecr, ] ought to have remarked ou the distinguished gallantry 
with which 576 accompanied tho heads of columns in the advance of Brigadier Tulloch, against the 
gardens and town. Neither must I leave without record the marked intrepidity of Lieutenant 
Mayne, Deputy Assistant Quarter Master General, in pointing out the path of the same column 
amidst the hottest of the fire, and in aiding in following up the vietory. I have before mentioned 
that the light companies of H. M.’s 41st, and the 420 and 43d native infantry, covered the 
manouvres of their own brigade. This onact was led very bravely by Lieutenant Evans, who was 
afterwards killed, in the town, (and was succeeded iu command by Lieutenant Madden,) and by 
Lieutenant Woollen, 42d native infantry, and Captain Macpherson, 43d native infantry,

from off Point Palmyras to a position 6 or 8 miles 
8, W. of the outer Floating Light, and in from 16 
to 20 fathoms water, this latter Station will be con- 
tinued during the next S. W. Monsoon, viz. from 
15th March to the 15th September. 

During the last S. W. Monsoon, no difficulty
